The proposed ordinance would modify the language associated with
shelters for victims of domestic violence by utilizing the terminology surviver rather than
victim.

The ordinance would also:

= add shelter for survivors of domestic violence, as limited by Section 50-12-165(h) as
a by-right use in the R2 zoning district;

= modify the terminology of victim to survivor in the R3 and R4 zoning districts;

+ delete the land use of shelter for victims of domestic violence as a conditional land
use in the R4 zoning district;

= modify the terminology of victim to survivor in the R5, R6, B1, B2, B4, B5, and SD1
Foning districts;

= add use regulations for shelters for survivors of domestic violence in the R2, R3, R4,
R5, RG, B1, B2, B4, B5, and SD1 zoning districts,

* delete the requirement that shelters for survivors of domestic vioclence be adjacent
to, or across an alley or street from, land zoned in a business or industrial district
classification and/or abuts a major thoroughfare as designated in the Master Plan;

= modify the terminology of victim to survivor in several definitions.

This text amendment is being considered by the City Planning Commission in
accordance with the provisions of Article l11, Division 2 of the Detroit Zoning Ordinance.
Zoning Ordinance text amendments require the approval of the City Council following
both a public hearing and the receipt of a report and recommendation by the City
Planning Commission. All interested persons are invited to be present and be heard as
to their views.
